FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE 
EVERGLADES DRAINAGE DISTRICT 


The District retired by purchase in 1945 $350,000 of bonds callable April 
1, 1947. Funds on hand`and tax collections will retire fixed maturities and 
$340,000 remainder of the $690,000 callable April ‘1, 1947, leaving a substan- 
tial anticipated surplus above the established $500,000 reserve. 

Bonds callable April 1, 1950 amount to $920,000. Since Debt Service 
requirements will approximate $200,000 annually from 1947 to 1950, it is 
obvious that acreage tax collections at rate of present $500,000 per annum, 
would enable the District to retire all bonds callable in 1950. 

If all anticipated calls are met, on April 1, 1955, the District will have 
retired $950,000 by annual payments, $690,000 and $920,000 by call. On that 
date, the remainder of the issue amounting to $1,940,000 is callable. With 
maintenance of a substantial reserve, and an excess of $300,000 of collections 
over annual requirements for the five-year period, there is sound reason for 
anticipating that the District will be free of current bond debt on April 2, 1955.
